city o fficers, it is pro bable th at th is 
sectio n w ill be amended. 
Th e co mmissio n 
itself may assist 
in putting 
th ro ugh th is and o th er 
amendments. 
It h as been pro po sed th at th e bill be 
ch anged to take effect a y ear later th an 
a t first pro po sed, o r in 1907. 
Th is 
w o uld mean th e extensio n o f th e term 
o f so me adm inistratio ns, fo r 
mo re 
th an a y ear, but iD th e cases o f cities 
like Rush ville, wh ere electio ns aro 
no w h eld in th e Spring, it wo uld 
mean a sh o rter extensio n. 
As th e bill was draw n th e term o f 
May o r Hall wo uld be sh o rtened wh ile 
in th e terms o f many o f th e ¡city o f­ 
fices larger cities o f th e State wo uld 
be length ened. 
Since mo re o f th e cities in th e State 
th an usual went Republican at th e 
last elo ctio ns, and th e legislature is 
Republican, it is pro bable th at an 
am endm ent to make th e bill extend all 
term s o f o ffice instead o f sh o rtening a 
part o f th em wo uld go th ro ugh w ith 
o ut much tro uble. 
It h as been urged 
befo re th o co mmissio n th at th e exten 
sio n o f th e term s o f th e present o fficers 
wo uld be rig h t in line w ith th e pro ­ 
po sed extensio n o f terms o f city o ffi­ 
cers to fo ur y ears. 
Th e bill as it no w stands is m eeting 
w ith much o ppo sitio n th ro ugh o ut th e 
State and th e o fficials o f each city are 
giving it 
much 
discussio n. 
Wh en 
asked h is o pinio n, by a representative 
o f th e Republican, y esterday , May o r 
H all said: “ I believe it to be a wise 
th ing to separate th e judicial side o f 
th e city go vernm ent, as pro vided fo r 
in th e bill, fro m th e legislative de­ 
partm ent, br» t I sh o uld th ink th at th e 
length o f term wo uld make no differ­ 
ence. 
It seems to me th at in a city 
like o urs, th ere is 110 need o f a po lice 
judge, and th e extra expense caused 
th ereby , as th e justices o f th e i*» acc 
w o uld serve just as well. 
Upo n o nr city , th e bill wo uld h ave 
th e effect o f increasing th e salaries o f 
c ity o fficials, as it no w stands, but it 
wo uld sh o rten th eir terms. 
I am o p­ 
po sed to so me o f th e measures and 
favo r o th ers, but th e bill sh o uld be 
amended and will be undo ubtedly . 
I 
do no t believe th at th e num ber o f city 
co uncil sh o uld be dim inish ed as th e 
wards in every city o ugh t to be well 
represented. 
Th en I believe th at th e 
co uncilm eu h ere 
are fully satisfied 
w ith th eir salaries. ” 

C ity j 
O lerk Lakin said: “ Th e bill as it no w 
stands is no t co nstitutio nal, because it | 
sh o rtens th e terms o f th e city o fficials, !

the ca ttle grower. 
Roughly speaking, the sheep grow­ 
ers. com mission men and the stock­ 
yards interests remained with (he Na­ 
tional Livestock a ssociation and the 
actual growers of all other animals 
for the market have gone with the new 
organization.
